The fast-talking w itty young Irish­ 
m an,, a veritable Floyd Gibbons, w as 
about two jum ps ahead of his audi­ 
ence throughout 
the 
speech as he 
gave them som e interesting facts, in­ 
terspersed 
with 
w itticism s 
aim ed 
chiefly at Republicans and adm inis­ 
tration critics, bringing forth hearty ap­ 
plause and laughter w ith his good 
hum or. H e said he has found that the 
leaders of Palm Springs seem to know 
exactly what they w ant and they al­ 
ways get w hat they w ant for their 
comm unity. 
W ithout th e help of the Speaker of 
the House and other dem ocratic lead­ 
ers he would have been unable to se­ 
cure the legislation desired 
by

people of his district, he said, and he 
paid a glowing

fact, a w inter resort an equal distance 
from here on the other side of th e 
valley, 
is often 
m entioned 
as 
a 
Palm Springs hotel. 
T he city re­ 
porter might brush up on his C alifor­ 
nia geograph)-, for he told the H er­ 
ald-Express readers that M t. San Ja­ 
cinto is 5|000 feet high. 
T hat isn't 
very high for the second highest 
m ountain in Southern California. 


Speaking of our m ountain— 
w hat is being done to make it 
more accessible to our winter 
visitors? Has anyone made any 
serious attem pt to actually bring 
about the construction of the 
tram w ay from Palm Springs to 
Round Valley? 


Back in Franconia, N ew H am p­ 
shire, the state spent 8250,000 to 
build a tram way up to the sum mit o f 
the W hite mountains. 
Is it possible 
to induce the state of C alifornia to 
spend $500,000 to build a funicular 
road to our m ountain top? 
Califor­ 
nia has easily twice as m uch m oney 
as N ew Hampshire, and our m oun­ 
tains are more than tw ice as high. 
W hy couldn't n be done? 


Such a railway would be one 
of the best investm ents the state 
could make to increase the tour­ 
ist crop, w hich, after all, Ls the 
state's most profitable crop. Jusi 
think of :4c advertising vaitie: 
From the tropics to an arctic set­ 
ting in 30 m inutes! 
Sunfazing 
on the desert one hour; skiing 
and toboganning the next! 
No 
other place in 
the world could 
offer anything like it. 


The project would not be so very 
difficult. 
Francis Crocker has made 
a study of the m atter and last year 
presented the idea to the Lions Club. 
Yesterday I asked him just how it 
could be done, w here the road should 
begin and end. H e produced a topo­ 
graphical map on which ho pointed 
out an ideal route, only tw o miles 
long horizontally 
and 
6000 
feet 
[straight up. 
T his 
would 
mean a 
¡tramway of about tw o and a quarter 
miles. 
He thought a highw ay could 
be built to the neck of C hino can­ 
yon, 
w here 
the 
tramway 
wc.ulJ 
start, following th e ridge to Rwund 
Valley. 
The bottom of the aerial 
road w ould be at 2500 feet elevation 
and the summit 8500.. 


T here is no better place in 
A m erica than Round V alley for 
w inter 
sports. 
Snowfall 
is 
abundant there throughout the 
w inter, and it remains on the 
ground u n ::l late in the spring. 
Palm Springs and Round Valley 
u ould soon become the foremost 
w inter tourist spots of America. 
If N ew H am pshire could devel­ 
op such a resort, why can’t Cali­ 
fornia? 


Just a mile or tw o northw est of 
tow n, along the state highway, is a 
section of land that no one can buy, 
because it is known as water-bearing 
land and has therefore been w ith­ 
draw n from entry by the federal gov­ 
ernm ent. 
It could easily he convert­ 
ed into a beautiful desert park. This 
is simply an idea w e would like to 
pass on to the county board of su­ 
pervisors. 
Pipe lines of both the 
Palm Springs W ate r Co. and the 
W hitew ater M utual W ater Co. pass 
through the property, therefore an 
ample supply of w ater is available. 
Forty acres 
along 
the 
highw ay, 
w here the 
new highw ay and th e 
present N orth Palm C anyon Drive 
will converge, could be developed 
first. 
T here is no better setting for 
a desert park, and none th at w ould 
be available to so m any people.

MAYBE IT ’S POLITICAL STENCH 


A “bluish haze,” containing a 
mysterious 
acrid and pungent quality, hung over a vast area 
of Los Angeles this week, causing discomfort to 
thousands. 
The general effect was to bring tears to the 
eyes, causing a smarting in the nostrils and 
in 
many cases dryness to the throat. 
The police and hosptial boards were swamp­ 
ed with calls from persons affected, asking the 
cause of the haze. 


TH E CHINA TR EATIES 


The state departm ent’s condemnation of 
Japan as an aggressor cites the nine-power pact 
and the Kellogg-Briand pact as the 
governing 
statem ents of principles which Japan is accused 
of violating. 
The Kellogg-Briand pact of 1928 w as a single 
statem ent that “the high contracting parties sol­ 
emnly declare . . . that they condemn recourse to 
war for the solution of international controversy.” 
The signatory nations agreed that settlem ent of 
all disputes or conflicts “shall never be sought ex­ 
cept by pacific m eans.” 
The nine-power treaty was one of three pacts 
signed at the Washington conference in 1921 and 
1922. 
The others were a four-power pact 
be­ 
tween Britain, France, Japan and 
the 
United 
States on island possessions in the Pacific, since 
expired; and a five-power naval pact, 
including 
Italy, limiting the size of navies, which was 
de­ 
nounced by .Japan in 1934. 
The nine-power pact, signed both by Japan 
and China, as well as America and Britain, pro­ 
vided that all the signatories would respect the 
sovereignty, independence, and territorial and ad­ 
ministrative integrity of China. The nine nations 
promised to provide “the fullest opportunity” for 
China to develop and maintain for herself a stable, 
effective government. 
They pledged their 
In­ 
fluence to maintain equality of opportunity 
in 
China for the commerce and industry of all na­ 
tions; promised to “refrain from taking advan­ 
tage of conditions in China in order to seek spe­ 
cial rights or privileges.” 
Unlike the four-power pact on island posses­ 
sions. the nine-power pact provided for no joint 
conference of the signers in case of violation. It 
merely promised “full and frank communication” 
through regular diplomatic channels in such 
an 
event. The state department’s action is certain­ 
ly “full and frank.” 
For the United States now 
to join a conference on the subject is another step, 
apart from the treaty itself. 
Actually, of course, the nine-power treaty to­ 
day is about as live a document as the League of 
Nations covenant. .Japan’s conquest of Manchuria 
in 1932 settled that. 
In 1934 the Japanese foreign 
office spokesman expressed his 
nation’s 
view 
when he asserted that the treaty “is no longer of 
practical value and has become null and void.” 
Nowadays, treaties expire when they become 
“no longer of practical value.” — Omaha World- 
Herald. 


News dispatches of October 4 commenting 
on the reconvening of the Supreme Court, said: 
“As the Court m eets, it is the growing conviction 
in W ashington that the . . . attempt to enlarge the 
Court will be held in abeyance until the first judg­ 
ments of the new term indicate the trend of its 
constitutional interpretations.” 
In other words, if the Court bows to dicta­ 
tion, it will be unmolested; if it declares congres­ 
sional acts unconstitutional, it will be disclipined.

Dr. Macarney 
Tells About 
Nazareth 


Dr. 
John 
Robertson 
Macartney 
writes as follows about his recent trip 
to Nazareth: 
“ The Twenty Third Psalm never 
loses its charm for young or old. 
It 
was our privilege as we came from 
Jerusalem to Haifa to witness this 
Psalm in action. 
It was 
close 
to 
Dothan, where young Joseph overtook 
his brothers who had followed their 
flocks far north from Jacob's tents at 
Hebron. 
“ On every side about four o'clock 
in the afternoon, one can see flocks 
of sheep, some black, some 
white, 
some large, some small— hundreds in 
some folds, a score 01* two in others. 
“ In a round cement area of about 
twelve 
feet 
in 
diameter, 
through 
which were two bucket-sized openings, 
was a rock hewn through, into which 
the water was poured. 
“A t a summons, the sheep imme­ 
diately surround the drinking 
place 
and satisfy their thirst, then silently 
melt away with as much precision as 
a m ilitary parade. 
Then come other 
sheep to take their places. 
W hile we 
watched 
some 
seventeen 
different 
flocks drew night, drank, and depart­ 
ed, coming within a few feet of one 
another in passing, but never min­ 


gling. 
"One flock especially attracted my 
attention. 
The old shepherd with the 
familiar white flowing headgear of the 
Arabs, set off across the vast plain. 
First following at his heels came a 
seasoned member of the flock with a 
bell hanging at its neck. 
Closely fol­ 
lowing in a perfect line tw'o by two, 
came the sheep, making a lovely sight 
as they were led away to village or 


hillside. 
“They pass into the fold past their 
shepherd, standing at the entrance to 
the stone corral, who with a small rod 
in his hand lightly touches each one 
as he counts them for the evening. 
“ I hope you get the picture. 
“ W e recall one herder as he drew 
water for a tiny lamb, which could 
not reach up with the others but was 
tryin g to drink from the muddy sheep 
tracks. He took it up in his arms and 
held it where it 
could 
reach 
the 
trough. At first it was frightened but 
soon seemed to realize that this was 
an act of kindness, and thrusting its 
little black nose deep into the water, 
slaked its thirst, and then went in 
search of its mother. 
"This same shepherd, leading 
his 
long line of white sheep, gave the bell 
wether something out of his leather 
pouch, so that it stayed close to its 
master's heels. 
"I noticed he also took something 
out of a bottle and sprinkled a few 
drops in the water for his particular 


sheep. 
“ As we reluctantly left the lovely 
scene, we could see the flocks coming 
from every direction 
and 
trekking 
away into the distance as the evening 
shadows began to fall. 
“ 1 repeated the Twenty-third Psalm 
with a deeper realization of its mean­ 
ing, and thought fondly of David, who 
from out of his boyhood experiences 
in following the flocks of Jesse, had 
for years, perhaps at a well just like 
this one, brought his sheep at sun­ 
down to the sheltering fold after hav­ 
ing from daylight till dark led them 
forth to the green pastures and made 
them lie down, waiting their turn be­ 
side some still waters. 
"Then, too, during his long life and 
reign of forty years, he saw, as he 
went about establishing his kingdom 
or fleeing from Absalom at the time 
of his rebellion, thousands of 
scenes 
just like that which I have described. 
“ As we drove leisurely through the 
vast plain of Megiddo, I read again 
out loud the matchless tenth chapter 
of John, with our Lord's tender refer­ 
ence to shepherd life. 
‘And when He 
puttetli forth His own sheep He goeth 
before them, and the sheep 
follow 
Him, for they know His voice. 
And 
a stranger will they not follow, but 
will flee.from him, for they know not 
the voice of strangers.’ 
1 am the 
Good Shepherd, and know *m y sheep 
and am known of Mine. 
^ 
“ John Robertson Macartney.”

Our system of party poli­ 
tics dem ands a certain am ount of loy­ 
alty, and rew ards it—when it doesn't 
punish it—but we unbranded ones feel 
that in civic affairs a little party loy­ 
alty goes a long way. 
W e m ight say 
a m inim um of it, just enough to hold 
an organization together and keep it 
functioning, is plenty for the general 
good. 
W e are sorry for the m an who 
is a Democrat because his grandfath­ 
er was, or a Republican because his 
father cam e from Maine. 
We don't 
like to see any voter lash him self to 
the m ast of a party ship. 


Take the, case of the President dur­ 
ing the bottom days of the depression. 
It was astonishing how much criticism , 
alm ost savage in its intensity, 
was 
hurled at him by his political enem ies 
w ithout the faintest adm ission th at he 
might he trying honestly to help the 
nation. 
That w as pure partisanship, 
and it certainly was not good for the 
country. 
On the other hand a lot of 
D em ocrats resented criticism of him 
alm ost as hotly as they would have re­ 
sented an attack on their 
religion. 
N either did that sort of party worship 
get any of us anywhere. 


A non-partisan attitude must neces­ 
sarily be nearer the tru th than a parti­ 
san one. 
To use the same example, 
one m an sneered at all of Roosevelt's 
efforts, another said am en to every­ 
thing Roosevelt did, while a third crit­ 
icized certain of his acts, praised cer-

in 
some sort of clear perspective. W hich 
of the three had the best eye? 


We non-partisans couldn’t help not­ 
ing another point. 
The drive against 
the President's suprem e court program 
seemed to take on a plain party flavor. 
Now a Republican may be as sm art 
as a Democrat, and he may hold as 
definite and high-minded ideals about 
the suprem e court, but when we saw 
so m any prom inent Republicans at the 
helm 
of the cam paign we had to 
suspect 
the 
(perhaps 
unconscious) 
urge of partisanship. 
T heir amazing 
forgetfulness of Abe Lincoln's historic 
tilt w ith the suprem e court strength- 
1 ened ou r suspicion. 
Anyhow we took 
their resounding phrases with a grain 
of salt. Yet being non-partisan did not 
seem to blind us to grave im plications 
of the court crisis. 
A nother place where a non-partisan 
attitude comes in handy is in w riting 
history. 
Suppose a fellow started out 
compiling a history of the town with 
a warm heart for his Democrat neigh­ 


bors and a prejudice against his Re­ 
publican neighbors? 
No, th e only partisanship appealing 
to us m avericks is the one that leans 
to A m ericanism . 
There we can all 
drink our till of loyalty, with no dark 
brown taste in our m ouths the m orn­ 
ing after. 
Let my critical friend be­ 
gin talking-up Mussolini or H itler or 
Stalin and he won’t think I'm wob­ 
bling.

DESERT INN GROUNDS 
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Plan to Move 
Prison Camp 
Plans for moving the county prison 
ramp from Keen Camp to a point 
«lose to Banning were published ex­ 
clusively in this newspaper, recently. 
The proposed site is at the edge of 
the orchard area in the south part of 
Hanning, in the vicinity of Fountain's 
dam. Electricity and water will be 
metered to the camp, it is reported. 
Transfer of the Riverside county 
prison camp from Keen Camp near 
Idyllwild road to the northern end of 
Banning-Idyllwild road construction 
near Banning will take place as soon 
as a lease is approved by the district 
attorney and signed by Chairman \V 
I!. Moore, the board of supervisors de­ 
cided at Riverside. Monday. 
With only Supervisor E. C. Talbot 
dissenting, after Mayor C. K. Deweese 
of Banning had appeared to point out 
advantages of such a move. Supervisor 
Robert E. Dillon's motion was made. 
The plan apparently wrote the close 
to the ambitions of Supervisor Walter 
V. I’ittman. who tell in line with Dil­ 
lon's motion, to transfer the prisoners 
to the abandoned Vista Grande CCC 
site, as the supervisors later discuss­ 
ed the probability of taking over the 
CCC equipment for transfer to the new 
Banning location. The federal gov­ 
ernment has offered the county the 
buildings without charge if the county 
supplies the labor for breaking down 
and moving such equipment. 
It is not believed, however, that the 
CCC buildings will be moved to Ban­ 
ning. 
Supervisor Ralph Stanfield voted the 
second for the transfer of the camp 
while Chairman W. C. Moore voted 
with the majority. It was Talbot’s 
“no" vote wljjch caused a roll call to 
be taken. 
"I do not believe that this transfer 
will l»e a saving of money for the tax­ 
payers, and for that reason I vote 
against the move," declared Talbot in 
explaining his objection to the other 
supervisors. 
Just previoi/b»to the motion the ad­ 
visability of separating the prisoners 
into two camps was discussed, and 
Dillon, chairman of the supervisorial 
prison camp committee said that be­ 
cause of the small number of prison­ 
ers at the present time such action 
would be unwise. He pointed out 
that prison camp population was at 
oue time up to lit), but is now approxi­ 
mately SO inmates. 
Dillon's motion declared that such 
part as needed from budgeted $10,000 
for road camp transfer should be ex­ 
pended for the move from Keen Camp 
as soon as the lease provisions have 
been approved by Dist.-Atty. Earl Red- 
wine and Chairman Moore had signed 
the arrangements on behalf of the 
board. 
Mayor 
K. Deweese and others 
worked diligently for many months to 
bring the prison camp to Banning. He 
made calls at Banning from Riverside, 
and Riverside from Banning, Monday, 
to work out preliminaries. 
Supervisor Dillon made the “sur­ 
prise motion” which had the support 
of three other members of the board. 
Ten acres or more will be used front 
the old orchard area in the southern 
part of town. While ten acres might 
be enough space, Supt. E. C. Wtckerd 
of the prison camp would like a little 
ex ra ground space.

The report snowed that the County 
received $300 353.31 from the Funds 
indicated ab,< re, a- d that expenditures 
or $322.086.17 were made during the 
fiscal year.

Expenditures for the pur­ 
chase of equipment totaled $29,183.87. 
Special items of importance: A well 
prepared report complete in all detail 
was submitted by County Highway 
Engineer McKenzie. At the Prison

051.41 was spent, being about $3,000.00 
in excess of that spent last year. 
Bridge repair work cost $4.161.69 and 
for tlie general road maintenance in 
the County $286.001.90 was expended.

River Aqueduct 


Progress reports issued by General 
M anager F. E. W eym outh of the M et­ 
ropolitan W ater district reveal that 
October 18 m arks the beginning of the 
fifteenth year of work on the giant 
392-mile M etropolitan aqueduct. 


U nder the direction of the late W il­ 
liam M ulholland. who was then chief 
•engineer of the Los A ngeles 
W ater 
.Bureau, the first surveys to determ ine 
ja route for the aqueduct w ere set un­ 
der way in October. 1923. 
T hat part 
of the work required seven years to 
complete during which 25,000 square 
miles of desert territory was survey­ 
ed and mapped. 
The work constitut­ 
ed the largest topographic survey th at 
has ever been undertaken in this coun­ 
try by any agency other than the Fed­ 
eral governm ent. 
Because of rapidly lowering 
local 
! w ater supplies which threatened a se- 
Irious w ater shortage, the city of Los 
■ Angeles in 1923 set about the task of 
im porting an adequate and guaranteed 
supplem ental supply of w ater from the 
Colorado river. 
L ater, tw elve other 
nearby cities faced with the sam e con­ 
dition of depleted local 
w ater 
re­ 
serves joined with Los Angeles and 
organized the M etropolitan W ater dis­ 
trict of Southern California. 
A ctual construction work on 
the 
giant aqueduct being built by the w a­ 
ter district was started in December. 
1932, and today the project is approxi­ 
m ately 70 per cent completed. Stretch­ 
ing clear across the state of Califor­ 
nia, the aqueduct will carry a billion 
gallons of w ater daily. 
The project 
contains 108 miles of 
tunnels, 
104 
miles of which have already been ex­ 
cavated, and includes 
hundreds 
of 
m iles of canals, conduits, siphons, and 
pipe lines which will carry w ater from 
the Colorado river to each of the 13 
cities in the w ater district. 
During the construction period m ore 
than 33,000 men have been employed 
on the project, and it is estim ated th at 
an additional 25,000 people have been 
annually employed throughout the na­ 
tion m anufacturing the supplies and 
equipm ent used on the aqueduct.
